Some knew Loretta Saunders. 
Others did not. 

However, the crowd that 
gathered for a vigil for her at 
Grand Parade in Halifax on 
Tuesday night had one thing in 
common — they want her to 
come home safely. 

Saunders, a 26-year-old 
Inulc woman who lives in Hali¬ 
fax and is originally from New¬ 
foundland and Labrador, was 
last seen on Feb. 13 leaving her 
Cowie Hill Road apartment. 
Her family reported her mis¬ 
sing a few days later. 

About 100 people held can¬ 
dles to their chests, or posters 
in front of them, for the vigil, 
which included members of 
Saunders’ family. 

The crowd stood circled 
around a group of women 
singing and pounding drums 
in Inulc ancestral music. 

“I think it’s up to the people 
who make a statement like 
this, to make sure that girls 
like Loretta are found and find 


the people that are responsible 
for her loss,” said Louis Ber¬ 
nard, who is from Cape Breton 
and attended the hour-long 
vigil. “Being Aboriginal myself, 
it hurts even more.” 

A lot of aboriginal women 
have been disappearing, or 
even killed, he added. 

“I came to show support 
for Loretta and other missing 
women.” 

The crowd grew as the min¬ 
utes passed and it grew darker 
and chillier. People who knew 
the music sang to the songs 
and eveiyone listened intently 
as poetiy and prayers were 
said. 

“It’s wonderful to come 


together, we need to stand 
strong together.” said Cora 
Hamstead, who is from Saun¬ 
ders’ home province of New¬ 
foundland and Labrador. 
“We’re here to pray and wish 
her to come home safe.” 

Tracey Oakley, a volunteer 
field worker with Amnesty 
International, said something 
like this really hits home to 
people when it happens in 
Halifax. 

“Just like eveiybody else, 
I hope she comes home safe 
and sound, for everybody that 
loves her.” Oakley said. “It’s 
been too long.”

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‘He couldn’t face us’ 


Missing woman. 

Family, friends of 
Loretta Saunders 
dismayed not to see 
Blake Leggette in court

Family and friends of Loretta 
Saunders said they were dis¬ 
appointed they did not see the 
man accused of stealing her car 
in court on Tuesday, but Saun¬ 
ders’ sister said he likely didn’t 
want to face them. 

Blake Leggette, 25, arrived 
at Halifax provincial court on 
Tuesday morning for his ar¬ 
raignment, but he didn’t ap¬ 
pear in the courtroom. 

“I was disappointed, but 
I also feel that he might be 
breaking or something,” Saun¬ 
ders’ sister Delilah Terrialc 
told reporters at the Mi’kmaq 
Friendship Centre Tuesday 
afternoon. 

“He couldn’t face us. That’s 
what I feel.” 

A large group of Saunders’ 
family and friends filled the 
first bench in the courtroom 
on Tuesday, sitting quietly 
through the brief hearing. 

Defence lawyer John Black

appeared on Leggette’s behalf, 
and the case was set over until 
Friday. 

The judge also ruled Leg¬ 
gette cannot have any contact 
with Victoria Hennebeny 
while in custody. Henneberry 
is charged with stealing Saun¬ 
ders’ car as well. 

Halifax police said investiga¬ 
tors are bringing back Henne¬ 
berry from Ontario on Wednes¬ 
day for questioning, and she is 
expected in court Thursday. 

Both have also been charged 
with fraud after allegedly using 
Saunders’ debit card, which 
will be handled by Ontario po¬ 


lice. 

They were reportedly rent¬ 
ing an apartment on Cowie Hill 
Road from Saunders. 

Saunders, a 26-year-old 
Saint Maiy’s University stu¬ 
dent, hasn’t been seen since 
she left her apartment on 
Feb. 13. 

Terrialc spoke to media 
Tuesday alongside Saunders’ 
boyfriend, Yalcin Surkultay, 
and her brother James Saun¬ 
ders, who had recently arrived 
in Halifax. He stayed quiet dur¬ 
ing the meeting with his arm 
around Terrialc. 

“I’m tiying to stay strong. 


I’m glad her family’s making 
me feel like family too,” said 
Surkultay. 

Cheiyl Maloney, president 
of the Nova Scotia Native 
Women’s Association, has been 
supporting the family and said 
it was “frustrating” not to see 
Leggette in person because 
they wanted him to witness 
their pain. 

But Terrialc shook her head 
and said they are “too strong to 
let this break (them).” 

“We are getting her home. 
We are going to find her,” Ter- 
rialc said. 

“Of course we’re hurt¬ 


ing and we miss her, but she 
would want us to do this with 
strength and composure, and 
to bring her home safe and 
think clearly.” 

Terrialc said she has stayed 
strong by drawing on mem¬ 
ories of laughing with Saun¬ 
ders, and being around people 
she holds “so close to her 
heart.” 

“Family is really important, 
and just drawing on the bond 
that we have. I can feel her 
out there. I can feel her. We all 
can,” she said. 

Leggette will be back in 
court Friday for a bail hearing.

Halifax is set to get a paint 
job later this year. 

Regional council voted on 
Tuesday to install zebra cross¬ 
walk markings at all uncon¬ 
trolled, marked crosswalks in 
the city. 

In a show of unanimous 
support, councillors ap¬ 
proved the move to install the 
conspicuous darlc-and-white 
alternating stripes for the up¬ 
coming summer season. 

“Zebra crosswalks are not

a silver bullet,” said deputy 
mayor Darren Fisher, who sits 
on the city’s transportation 
committee. “But this is a step 
in the right direction.” 

Fisher said zebra crossings 
address the issues of visibil¬ 
ity, which — along with edu¬ 
cation and enforcement — is 
one of the municipality’s 
three key priorities for cross¬ 
walk safety. 

City staff estimated in¬ 
stalling the crosswalks would 
cost $155,000, with $85,000 
per year for ongoing mainten¬ 
ance and re-painting. 

“This item in particular, 
the committee unanimously 
thought would have some of 
the biggest impacts in our 
city to make pedestrian safe¬ 
ty better,” said Coun. Barry 
Dalrymple, another transpor¬ 
tation committee member. 

While the motion received 
unanimous support, some 
councillors were not as opti¬ 
mistic about its effectiveness. 

“I’m in favour of zebra 
crosswalk markings,” said 
Dartmouth Coun. Gloria Mc- 
Cluslcey. “But in my opinion 
we could mark the whole 
street and it wouldn’t make 
any difference.” 

“The silver bullet is ped¬ 
estrians paying attention; 
it’s drivers paying attention,” 
added Steve Craig, councillor 
for Lower Sackville.

Halifax police say there 
have now been 45 pedes¬ 
trians hit by vehicles since 
Jan. 1, including four 
from Monday evening to 
Tuesday morning.

Council 
stalled again 
on regional 
plan review 


Council. Last-minute 
amendments sent 
to city staff for 
consideration before 
moving forward

Halifax regional council has 
opted to send a slew of con¬ 
troversial last-minute amend¬ 
ments over to city staff for 
review and clarification before 
moving forward on the five- 
year review of Halifax’s region¬ 
al plan. 

Included in the changes is 
the proposal to re-designate 
an area in Purcell’s Cove from 
urban reserve land for develop¬ 
ment as a rural commuter com¬ 
munity. Council voted Tuesday 
to have city staff prepare a re¬ 
port on the changes, which will 
be presented to committee of 
the whole in May. 

“We’re never going to please 
eveiybody with the regional 
plan ... and that’s OK,” said 
Coun. Waye Mason.

“It’s far too risky for us 
to make amendments 
on the fly.” 

Waye Mason, HRM councillor, on his 

proposal to ask for feedback from the city. 


The plan’s five-year review 
is already two years in. 

“The regional plan will 
never be perfect,” said Mason. 

Masons’ proposal to ask 
for feedback from city staff 
prompted mostly begrudging 
support along with clear frus¬ 
tration from around the coun¬ 
cil chamber. 

“I did not envision we would 
be putting the entire process on 
hold,” said Coun. Tim Outhit. 
“Something’s really gone off 
the rails here.” 

“This was supposed to be a 
tweaking of the plan, not a full 
rewrite,” added Deputy Mayor 
Darren Fisher. 

“As soon as this is settled 
there’ll be somebody else,” said 
Dartmouth councillor Gloria 
McCluslcey, who — along with 
Reg Rankin — voted against 
Mason’s proposal. “We have to 
be strong on this.” 

Partway through the 
meeting, Mayor Mike Savage 
stepped down as chair to speak 
in favour of the deferral. 

“I’ll be veiy clear — I’ll not 
be supporting amendments 
to this plan,” he said. “I don’t 
support them now and I don’t 
imagine any circumstance 
whereby I will support amend¬ 
ments to the plan after all the 
work the committee has put 
into this. (But) at the end of the 
day we need to grow as a com¬ 
munity — we need to grow 
smartly,” said Savage. “We need 
to get this plan approved.” 

The motion passed 13 to 
two. 



Restoration planned for Public 
Gardens heritage building 


A heritage building associated 
with the Halifax Public Gardens 
is set for some spring loving. 

Regional council voted to 
pay Halifax-based heritage res¬ 
toration company Masontech 
Inc. $881,000 to repair the ex¬ 
terior of the Public Gardens’ 
historic superintendent build¬ 
ing. 


The two-storey structure — 
also known as the Public Gar¬ 
dens Cottage and the Power 
House, after 19th-centuiy park 
superintendent Richard Power 
— was built at the turn of the 
1900s at the comer of Bell Road 
and Sackville Street. 

Updates to the building in¬ 
clude brick cladding, glazing, 


work on the main stairway and 
installing an accessibility ramp 
and are scheduled to wrap up 
within four months. 

Additional work to the roof 
and interior of the building will 
cost an estimated $775,000.

Two and a half hours after 
students at two Berwick-area 
schools were placed under 
lockdown, the precaution was 
lifted and two people were ar¬ 
rested.

School. Police say it is too early 
to determine if criminal char¬ 
ges will be laid. 

RCMP spokesman Sgt. 
Alain LeBlanc confirmed offi¬ 
cers were called to the schools 
after a threat was received by a 
high school student just before 
noon. He could not say what 
the nature of the threat was. 


“This relates to a student 
that received a threat... in the 
form of a text,” LeBlanc said. 

A release issued by the 
RCMP indicated the text was 
received at about 11:55 a.m. 

RCMP had several officers at 
the schools and a police service 
dog was called in to assist. Po¬ 
lice do not believe the suspects 


ever entered the school prop¬ 
erty.

Liberal leader apologizes 
for remark about 
Russian invasion as 
opponents look to 
capitalize on the gaffe 


Justin Trudeau was back on 
Parliament Hill Tuesday to face 
the music for his joke about 
Ukraine, as the Conservatives 
and NDP pondered once again 
how to make the Liberal lead¬ 
er’s latest gaffe stick. 

Trudeau told the media he 
waited until Tuesday to apolo¬ 
gize because he “wanted to 
make sure that I had the chance 
to express directly to leaders in 
the Ukrainian community ... 
how seriously the Liberal party 
takes the situation in Ukraine.” 

He added that his joke dur¬ 
ing a pre-taped appearance on 
a Radio-Canada current affairs 
program “made light of some 
veiy real fears and concerns 


that Ukrainians have about 
Russian intervention.” 

Trudeau apologized earlier 
in the day to the Ukrainian am¬ 
bassador to Canada after mak¬ 
ing a quick visit to the embassy. 
Vadym Piystailco, who had 
called for the apology a day ear¬ 
lier, praised Trudeau for being 
the first Canadian politician to 
sign a book of condolences. 

Trudeau also tweeted that 
he’d made amends with Paul 
Grod, head of the Ukrainian 
Canadian Congress. 

In an interview Thursday, 
Trudeau said Russia, peeved 
about being eliminated from 
the medal round in Olympic 
hockey, might vent its spleen 
by getting involved in Ukraine. 

In the aftermath of Tru¬ 
deau’s comments, both 
the Conservatives and NDP 
pounced in an effort to in¬ 
flict some damage. Trudeau is 
consistently ahead in public- 
opinion polls and wrapped up 
a successful policy convention 
in Montreal over the weekend.

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Tensions soar in 
Crimea against 
Kyiv 'bandits’ 


'Russia, save us!’ 

Protesters in the 
pro-Russian region of 
Crimea aren’t ready 
for the change in 
Ukraine's government 


Dozens of pro-Russian pro¬ 
testers rallied Tuesday in the 
Ukrainian peninsula of Cri¬ 
mea against “the bandits” in 
Kyiv who are trying to form 
a new government — with 
some even speaking of seces¬ 
sion. A lawmaker from Rus¬ 
sia stoked their passions fur¬ 
ther by promising them that 
Russia will protect them. 

As a Russian flag flew 
Tuesday in front of the city 


council building in Sev¬ 
astopol — a key Crimean 
port where Russia’s Black 
Sea Fleet is based — an ar¬ 
moured Russian personnel 
carrier and two trucks full of 
troops made a rare appear¬ 
ance on the streets of the 
city. 

The Crimean Peninsula — 
a pro-Russian region about 
the size of Massachusetts or 
Belgium — is a tinder pot in 
the making. 

Protesters had torn down 
the Ukrainian flag a day ago, 
pleading with Moscow to 
protect them from the new 
authorities in Ukraine who 
have forced President Viktor 
Yanukovych to flee Kyiv, the 
capital, and go into hiding. 

“Bandits have come to 
power,” said Vyacheslav 


Tokarev, a 39-year-old con¬ 
struction worker in Sevasto¬ 
pol. “I’m ready to take arms 
to fight the fascists who 
have seized power in Kyiv.” 

Yanukovych’s where¬ 
abouts are unknown but 
he was last reportedly seen 
in the Crimea. Law en¬ 
forcement agencies have 
issued an arrest warrant for 
Yanukovych over the killing 
of 82 people, mainly protest¬ 
ers, last week in the bloodi¬ 
est violence in Ukraine’s 
post-Soviet history. 

Chanting “Russia, save 
us!” the protesters gathered 
for a third day before admin¬ 
istrative buildings in Sevas¬ 
topol and in other Crimean 
cities. The protests Sunday 
numbered in the thousands.

Much of the fun of 2008’s 
Taken was watching beloved 
thespian Liam Neeson go all 
Chuck Norris in a dirty little 
Euro trash thriller. 

In the action-adventure 
movie, Neeson played a for¬ 
mer “preventer” for the U.S. 
government. A specialist in 
black ops, he was an under¬ 
cover agent who contained 
volatile situations before they 
got out of control. Retired, he 
lived in Los Angeles near his 
estranged 17-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Kim (Maggie Grace). When 
she is kidnapped by a child 
slaveiy ring, he has only 96 
hours to use his particular set 
of skills to get her back. His 
rescue mission takes him on a 
wild rampage through the soft 
underbelly of Paris. “I’ll tear 
down the Eiffel Tower if I have 
to,” he says. 

It’s a down-and-dirty little 
flick, classed up somewhat by 
the presence of Neeson in the 
lead role and it became an un¬ 
expected hghtening-in-a-bottle 



hit. It also redefined Neeson’s 
recent career. 

At an age when many ac¬ 
tors are staring down the 
barrel of character parts and 
cameos, the 61-year-old has 
made an unlikely U-tum into 
action movies. “I was a tiny bit 
embarrassed by it,” he says of 
Taken, “but then people start¬ 
ed sending me action scripts.” 

His latest actioner is Non- 
Stop, a high-flying thriller 
that takes place on an inter¬ 
national crossing from New 
York to London. Neeson is an 


air marshal who must prevent 
a crazed killer from murdering 
passengers in flight. 

Taken and Taken 2 (which 
were essentially the same mov¬ 
ie) worked not just because the 
action sequences were out of 
control, but because audiences 
had some empathy for Nee¬ 
son’s character as he kicked 
butt across Europe. It was a 
personal mission: He was try¬ 
ing to get his daughter back. 

Action movies like Wrath 
of the Titans, The Grey and 
Unknown may not burnish

Down at Rick’s 
Cafe, you can watch hugely tal¬ 
ented local kids do wild, som¬ 
ersaulting dives off rocky cliffs 
into impossibly blue water. You 
can’t get quite as high as they 
do, but there are places near the 
bar where you can do a perfect 
cannonball — or, more likely, 
a face plant — yourself. Small 
boats out of Negril often weigh 
anchor just offshore, allowing 
patrons to swim in some of 
the prettiest water the world 
has to offer. Alternative: Check 
out the cool bars and the swim

For the snorkel, scuba fan: 

The U.S. Virgin Islands doesn’t 
get the same attention from 
Canadians as some parts of 
the Caribbean. But there are 
glorious beaches to be found 
and wonderful water sports. 
At Trunk Bay on quiet St. John, 
which might be the prettiest 
beach on the planet, you can 


swim near offshore islands 
and follow an underwater trail. 
There’s a similar trail near Buck 
Island, a short boat ride off St. 
Croix, where you’ll also find a 
glistening white sand beach 
and hardly any people. Alterna¬ 
tive: St. Lucia’s Sugar Beach, 
nestled between the two giant 
rock pillars known as the Pi- 
tons, has one of the finest reefs 
in the Caribbean. 

For the luxury lover: 

Sandy Lane on the west coast 
of Barbados is a stunner. There 
are ffee-form pools, private vil¬ 
las, one of the Caribbean’s top 


spas and sumptuous dining on 
offer. This area also is home to 
the wonderful Green Monkey 
golf course. Tiger Woods mar¬ 
ried Elin Nordegren here, not 
that that ended so well. Alterna¬ 
tive: Amanyara is a quiet spot 
on a lovely stretch of sand in 
the Turks and Caicos, far from 
the crowds of Provo. Fabulous 
Asian-inspired food. 

For the drinker: 

What, you thought we forgot 
about bar hopping? One of the 
most famous imbibing spots on 
the planet is at Shirley Heights 
Lookout in Antigua, where they 


do a Sunday night extravaganza 
with plenty of cold beer, barbe¬ 
cue chicken and live music. 
Great sunsets and parties that 
last long into the night. It’s also 
a stunning spot during daylight 
hours, with spectacular views 
of the island’s green hills and 
perfect blue waters and boats 
bobbing in the bays below. Pos¬ 
sibly the best vista in the Carib¬ 
bean. Alternative: Sunshine’s is 
a colourful, seaside bar on the 
west coast of Nevis, part of St. 
Kitts and Nevis. Try the local 
cocktail, the Killer Bee, and 
look for the photo of Wayne 
Gretzky.

One of Trevor Stienburg’s 
long-held, and perhaps 
farfetched, beliefs about the 
game of hockey provides 
insight into his success as a 
player and coach. 

“My motto is eveiy time 
you take the ice you have a 
chance to win, and I’ve be¬ 
lieved that since I was six 
years old,” said the reigning 
CIS coach of the year. 

His accomplishments at 
the helm of the Huskies hock¬ 
ey program speak for them¬ 
selves: a national title and 
three AUS championships, to 
name a few. 

Now, fresh off an im¬ 
probable quarter-final series 
comeback win against the 
P.E.I. Panthers, Stienburg and 
Co. face another huge chal¬ 
lenge: knocking off the de¬ 
fending national champs in 
the New Brunswick Varsity 
Reds. 

“I’m really proud of the 
way our guys played,” added 
Stienburg.

the Varsity Reds, the Huskies 
will be the clear underdog go¬ 
ing into the best-of-five AUS 
semifinal that gets underway 
in Fredericton on Wednesday 
evening. 

But, it’s a role Stienburg 
has grown accustomed to, 
and he’s embracing the chal¬ 
lenge this time around. 

“If you want to win some¬ 
thing you have to beat the 


best teams, and we’re getting 
the chance, in my opinion, to 
play the best team in Canada.” 

Always a spirited rivalry, 
both teams met in last year’s 
AUS and CIS finals.

Compact sedans appeal to a buy¬ 
er’s practical nature. But in the 
WRX’s case, the appeal includes 
a lively powerplant, four-season 
driving competency plus sporty 
suspension and steering com¬ 
ponents that effectively manage 
the snakiest of paved and un¬ 
paved roadways. 

Subaru has made a name 
for itself providing all-wheel- 
drive family transportation, 
but that’s just part of the story. 
Its more competitive side in¬ 
cludes the rear-wheel drive BRZ 
sports car and a couple of turbo¬ 
charged WRX-branded models 
with rally-racing pedigrees that 
makes performance fans sali¬ 
vate. 

The 2015 WRX that arrives 
this spring receives the all-new 
treatment, but in the process 
sheds its hatchback option. 
That’s a bit surprising since 


hot hatches are seemingly all 
the rage, but since its major 
competitor, the Mitsubishi Evo¬ 
lution, is strictly sedan-only, 
Subaru appears to have con¬ 
cluded that a matching sedan is 
the way to fly. 

The WRX has also jettisoned 
its Impreza tie-in. Henceforth 
the WRX and the more potent 
WRX STI offshoot that arrives 
in updated form later this year 
will be treated as stand-alone 
models. While not as eye-catch¬ 
ing as the WRX Concept that 
was revealed at the 2013 New 
York Auto Show, the production 
version adopts the cleaner lines 
of the Impreza, especially from 
the windshield forward. 

Overall, the WRX gains an 
inch between the front and rear 
wheels and rear-seat legroom is 
up by two inches. Additionally, 
wider-opening rear doors allow 
easier access to the split-folding 
rear seat, while trunk space has 
been modestly increased. 

Subaru has done a great job 
with the WRX’s interior accom¬ 
modations. There’s a meaty 
flat-bottom tilt and telescopic 
steering wheel that fronts dual 
gauge pods. They’re separated 
by a small display screen with 
gear selection, oil and washer-

fluid indicators. A larger dash- 
mounted screen is linked to the 
standard backup camera and 
displays turbocharger boost 
and traction and climate con¬ 
trol info. 

It’s connected to a new six- 
speed manual transmission

a continuously variable unit 
(CVT) with paddle shifters is 
available.

Larger-diameter 
front disc brakes also provide 
greater stopping power. The 
standard all-wheel-drive has a 
torque split of 50:50, front to 
rear, for manual-transmission 
cars and a 45:55 for CVT ver¬ 
sions.

The snag with bigger cars 
with bigger engines and 
more to lug around is that 
they also burn more fuel.

Now that 
it’s $1.30 or more in many 
areas, though, $100 for a fill¬ 
up is quite conspicuous.

Since the beginning of 
the automobile, we’ve 
been made to believe 
that luxury means size, 
power, big engines 
and — here's the punch 
line — a correspond¬ 
ingly high price.

The Buiclc Encore is espe¬ 
cially interesting because it is 
so far out of this GM brand’s 
comfort zone. How so? Aside 
from being a small tall wag¬ 
on, it also appeals to a much 
younger demographic. A 
30-year-old driving a brand- 
new Buiclc? On purpose? 

We said the Encore is es¬ 
pecially interesting. 

It’s based on the same 
platform used by the Verano 
sedan as well as a the Chev¬ 
rolet Cruze and Sonic small 
cars. However, it’s about 18 
centimetres longer and 10 
centimetres taller than the 
Sonic hatchback, thereby 
giving it far more cargo room 
with the rear seat in place 
or folded flat. Not as much 
room as a Hyundai Tucson 
or even a Toyota Matrix, but 
the front passenger seat does 
fold flat so that longer items 
such as ladders and building 
materials can fit inside. 

The cabin is also on the re¬ 



ceiving end of one of Buiclc’s 
more fashionable interiors, 
and it should be one of the 
quietest as well with the 
addition of active noise 
cancellation, a system that 
uses ceiling-mounted micro¬ 
phones to detect offend¬ 
ing droning sounds. A spe¬ 
cial computer then creates 
counteracting sound waves 
through the audio-system 
speakers. It’s a system that’s 
commonly found on more ex¬ 
pensive vehicles. There’s also 
a quieter-running alternator, 
sound-absorbing headliner 
and windshield and thicker 
side glass. 

Getting the Encore up 
to speed is a 1.4-litre turbo¬ 
charged four-cylinder engine 
that generates 140 horse¬ 
power and 148 pound-feet of 
torque. Both the Chevrolet 
Sonic and Cruze use the 1.4, 
which runs on regular gas 
and not premium. 

A six-speed automatic is 
the Encore’s only available 
transmission. For this appli¬ 
cation, a steeper first gear 
helps improve off-the-line 
performance while a taller 
sixth gear causes the engine 
to loaf along at lower en¬ 
gine revs at highway speeds 
for more fuel-efficient oper¬ 
ation. A 1,400-lcilometre trip 
through the Rockies between 
Kelowna, B.C. and Calgary, 
Alta., required a lot of throt¬ 
tle application as you might 
imagine with steep grades 
lasting for kilometres, but 
the average consumption 
was decent enough at about 
8.5 1/100 1cm. Flat-land cruis¬ 
ing is a simple matter of set¬ 
ting the speed control and 
enjoying the audio system

The Encore comes in Con¬ 
venience, Leather and Pre¬ 
mium trims. Standard, for 
a list price of about $29,500 
including destination char¬ 
ges, is the usual air, cruise, 
tilt and power accessories 
plus 10 airbags and 18-inch 
wheels, which is considered 
massive for this size of 
vehicle. All-wheel-drive adds 
$2,000 to each trim level. 

Well equipped with 
leather seating and all-wheel 
drive, you’re staring at 35 
grand in the face, which has 
to be seen as a decent buy for 
something this functional 
and neat and tidy.

Not much motorcycling go¬ 
ing on Canadian roads this 
winter, unless you’re one of 
those hardy souls who ride 
year-round with no sense in 
your head and lots of long 
underwear swaddling your 
nether regions. 

But there is lots of motor¬ 
cycle action to be had in¬ 
doors, such as in The Motor¬ 
cycle Show (operated by 
Power Sport Services) cross¬ 
ing the countiy this winter. 
This past weekend the show 
touched down at Toronto’s 
Direct Energy Centre, a new¬ 
ish venue, bigger and better 
than in previous bike shows, 
even though the hot dogs 
and pizza slices still cost 
eight bucks or so. 

I love motorcycle shows 
almost more than auto¬ 


motive shows, mostly be¬ 
cause of this fact: cars have 
adjustable seats and steer¬ 
ing wheels and motorcycles 
don’t. Consequently, motor¬ 
cycles have to fit your body 
type and your preferred rid¬ 
ing position before you could 
even consider anything else 
about it ... And the only way 
to determine a good fit is to 
throw a leg over the bike and 
sit on it. A motorcycle show 
lets you do that over and 
over again, even if you’re not 
in the market for anything 
and just doing it for curiosity 
sake. Way more entertaining 


than trying on jeans for ex¬ 
ample, and also less claustro¬ 
phobic. 

Of course there are always 
bikes on a show floor you 
can’t sit on, because they’re 
super special in some way, 
and the Toronto show had 
two such knockouts: the Tri¬ 
umph Streamliner called the 
Castrol Rocket and the cen¬ 
tury-old Indian Boardtraclc 
Racer. 

The Castrol Rocket is 
built to break the world 
land-speed record for motor¬ 
cycles, currently set at 605 
kilometres per hour. The 


goal of the Castrol Rocket is 
643 km/h. 

The 25-foot long “motor¬ 
cycle” has Carbon Kevlar 
monocoque construction, 
and two turbocharged 
Triumph Rocket III engines 
running on methanol, for 
about 1,000 horsepower, give 
or take. 

Even though quite a few 
motorcycles have been de¬ 
signed since 1913, many feel 
the Indian Boardtraclc factory 
racer, circa 1913, to be one of 
the most beautiful and purist 
motorcycle designs ever con¬ 
ceived. I guess it helps when 


you don’t have to put a lot of 
extraneous features on the 
bike, like rear suspension, a 
starter, lights ... and brakes! 
These bikes really only have 
two controls, a spark ad¬ 
vance and a kill switch. 

These bikes are rare and 
incredibly valuable, but this 
particular one is even cooler, 
because it is an original, in 
unrestored condition and be¬ 
lieved to be actually raced in 
Toronto back in the day, by 
legendary Canadian motor¬ 
cycle board track and flat 
track racer, Harold Cole. 

So the Castrol Rocket was 


the fastest bike at the show 
and the Indian was the old¬ 
est. Let’s look at a couple of 
other categories you might 
be wondering about... 

Frilliest? Probably the 
2014 Indian Chief, by virtue 
of its totally vintage and out¬ 
landish leather-fringed side 
bags. 

Most Frugal? Probably 
the new 2014 Honda Grom. 
Not only is it small, but the 
125-cc powered bike is also a 
category buster. What is it? 
Big mini bike? Small motor¬ 
cycle? Medium weight lifting 
equipment?

Lego-built V8 

You can really build just about anything 
using Lego pieces, as proven by Slovenia- 
based LPEpower. The company specializes 
in making fully assembled working scale- 
models of various engines, including the 
V8 shown here. It’s apparently patterned 
after a Ford Mustang engine and will rev 
up to 2,200 rpm using compressed air to 
activate the 31 moving parts, including 
pistons, crankshaft, balance shaft and 
valves. The engine weighs about a third 
of a kilogram and is about 10x12x12 
centimetres tall. Check out the video of a 
working engine and order one for about 
$425 US (including worldwide shipping) at 
LPEpower.com. 



A clean oil change 

You can save 
money by 
changing 
your own oil, 
but crawling 
underneath 
your car to 
do it can be 
a hassle and, 
of course, 
messy. A 
much simpler 
and cleaner 
method is to 
purchase an Oil Extractor from Bavarian 
Autosport. The company’s system works by 
inserting the extraction hose down the dip¬ 
stick tube (after first removing the dipstick, 
of course) and manually pumping out the 
contents of the engine’s crankcase into the 
attached seven-litre tank (note that you’ll 
need to first install a fresh oil filter before 
starting the extraction process). Then you 
refill the engine with clean oil. It doesn’t get 
much easier than that and no more trips to 
the dealer or quiclc-oil-change centre. The 
Oil Extractor sells for $90 US and is available 
from bavauto.com. 


Power from above 

The Chamberlain Garage Power Sta¬ 
tion is a combination of 100-pounds- 
per-square-inch air hose, 100-watt LED 
trouble light and 120-volt plug-in power 
source that you attach to the ceiling 
of your garage. The Power Center unit 
also comes with a built-in hook and an 
eight-metre retractable cord that you can 
set to any length so it’s always close at 
hand and will reach just about anywhere 
on your vehicle. The Home Depot sells 
the Power Station for $140 in Canada, or 
you can order directly from the company 
online at chamberlain.com. 



What’s the charge? 



According to CTEK Power Inc., 70 per 
cent of all car batteries that are returned 
under warranty have been improperly 
maintained. But aren’t batteries main¬ 
tenance-free? Not exactly, and sitting for 
long periods can be the kiss of death. 

So, by attaching one of the company’s 
battery chargers, you’ll get an instant 
readout as to your battery’s condition. 
The three light-emitting diode (LED) 
lights on the panel glow either green 
for fully charged, yellow for a partial or 
low charge, or red to indicate the bat- 
teiy needs charging right away. Prices 
range from $50 US for the base model, 
up to $250 US for one with all the bells 
and whistles. The full range is available 
through CTEK’s Web site, smarterchar- 
ger.com.

You’ve probably heard some¬ 
one say, “They don’t make 
’em like that anymore,” when 
comparing old cars to new 
ones. But while cars certainly 
have changed, that’s not real¬ 
ly a bad thing. 

“You can be nostalgic, 
but there were all sorts of 
compromises,” says Richard 
Pickering, retired producer 
of the Signature Classics Col¬ 
lection at the Canadian Inter¬ 


national Auto Show in Toron¬ 
to. “Eveiything today, for all 
practical purposes, is better 
than it was back then.” 

The automobile’s progress 
has always been an evolu¬ 
tion, from cars that initially 
had to be cranked to start, 
to engines today that fire up 
almost instantly, thanks to 
computerized ignitions and 
fuel injection. Improvements 
in cooling systems have all 


but eliminated the overheat¬ 
ed vehicles on the side of the 
road that used to be the norm 
in hot weather, while flat 
tires have become relatively 
rare due to better construc¬ 
tion and rubber compounds. 

Engines have also become 
far more efficient. In 1958, 
the first year of the Chevrolet 
Impala, you could order one 
with a 8-cylinder engine that 
made 250 horsepower, with

fuel consumption of about 23 
litres per 100 kilometres. A 
2014 Impala gets 305 hp out 
of its V6 engine, and it’s rated 
at 9.21/100 km. The new mod¬ 
el also steers and handles bet¬ 
ter, has far better brakes, and 
considerably less body flex. 

However, it’s also pricier: 
when the 1958’s price is 
converted to 2014 dollars, 
the new Impala costs about 
$12,000 more. 

Perhaps the biggest 
change over the years has 
been in safety. 

“Most people didn’t have 
seatbelts, let alone use them,” 
Pickering says. “You just had 
a bit of padding on the dash, a 
deep-dish steering wheel, and 
a collapsible steering column 
to keep it from being a spear.” 

In addition to anti-lock 
brakes, stability control and 
airbags, newer cars also have 
crumple zones, introduced by 
Mercedes-Benz in 1959. Some 
people complain that new 
cars fold up in a collision, un¬ 
like older cars that stay rigid, 
but it’s a design that has 
helped to consistently lower 
the crash fatality rate, even 
though there are more cars 
on the road. 

As a modern car’s body 
progressively crumples, it ab¬ 
sorbs and dissipates the crash

• Short warranties. While 
some vehicles have a war¬ 
ranty for as long as five 
years or 100,000 km today, a 
typical 1940s warranty lasted 
only 90 days or 6,500 km. 

• False advertising. Most 
old cars didn't actually 
make as much power as was 
advertised, due to the test 
standards at the time. 

• First self-starter. The first 
gasoline car with a self¬ 
starter, which eliminated 
cranking the engine, was the 
1912 Cadillac. 


energy. In older vehicles, the 
rigid body transferred that 
force to the occupants, slam¬ 
ming them into the interior 
components. 

Old cars had a certain 
style, although the annual 
design changes on Amer¬ 
ican cars meant there wasn’t 
always time to get the 
fit-and-finish right. “The ex¬ 
cessive use of chrome, the tail 
fins, catches our eyes today,” 
Pickering says. “But what do I 
drive every day? It isn’t a vin¬ 
tage car.”
